The lease was estimated to 
yield at least 5% million dollars 
for the 15 beneficiaries of Mrs. 
Thomas W. Carnegie, who died 
in 1916. But many of the heirs 
were dissatisfied, despite expert 
testimony that the lease is the 
most lucrative on record for ti- 
tanium ore. 

Their lawyers—17 in number— 
lined up to post notices of appeal 
and said they also will push a 
federal court assault on the su- 
perior court trusteeship for the 
island.

Approval of Bonds 
Is the Initial Step 


The importance of metropolitan plan- 
ning received a hearty endorsement from 
some of the nation’s experts on The Con- 
stitution’s Press Gallery program Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Louis Kahn, who is credited with de- 
veloping the famed Penn Center in Phila- 
delphia, said that over-all planning is 
economical and will prevent many head- 
aches from being stored up for the future. 

He was joined in this view by Walter 
McQuade, associate editor of Architectural 
Forum Magazine, who pointed out that 
lack of architectural planning itself has 
brought problems to many cities. “You 
see these examples of brand-new squalor 
in every city.” 

Atlantans should not lose sight of the 
fact that the forthcoming bond issue is 
the result of an over-all plan. Funds 
called for under it are to attack over- 
all problems. It follows studies directed 
by experts but in which every segment 
of the City’s population participated 
through their representatives. 

Without approval of the bond issue, 
as emphasized by Robert C. Stuart, direc- 
tor of the Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion, the plan cannot be put into effect. 
And it is essential that it be implement- 
ed as rapidly as possible unless the com- 
munity is to spend millions in the future 
in eliminating “brand-new squalor.” 

The most pressing and obvious needs, 
of course, are street and school improve- 
ments. These will take the largest slice 
of the $86,900,000 of capital improve- 
ment funds. But others are equally as 
important. Extension of sewer and water 
lines, airport and parks improvements, 
urban redevelopment and clearing of 
slum areas—all of these and more fit into 
the over-all plan to attack the problems 
of growth. 

These problems cannot be attacked 
piecemeal nor can they be ignored. We 
must live with them and we must con- 
quer them unless we want to slip back- 
ward. Regardless of the makeup of the 
next city administration, the challenge 
must be met forthrightly by the whole 
community. It affects all our lives. 

The initial step is approval of the 
bond issue to be voted on a week from 
today. The over-all plan awaits an af- 
firmative decision. :

Abuse of Union Power 


Brings Call for Reform 


An Interstate Commerce Commission 
examiner has recommended that truck 
lines refusing to handle “hot cargo” shall 
have their permits rescinded. 

“Hot cargo” is a Teamsters Union 
phrase. It is included in. most contracts 
made by that union, now in disrepute 
because of its high-and-mighty leader- 
ship which has been spending union dues 
in the manner ascribed to drunken 
sailors. 

It means the teamsters can refuse to 
carry cargo which the union, with reason 
or arbitrarily, may decide is “unfair.” 

This is the first fruits of Dave Beck- 
ism. 

A union might properly refuse to 
carry goods made by a non-union or ille- 
gal company. But the trouble is, the team- 
sters became so arrogant they demanded 
the right to determine what goods were 
“unfair” and those which were not. It 
was, as practiced, a capricious bit of 
blackmail. It could be used and was often 
used for revenge and coercion. 

Ahead of us is trouble. And all of us 
will lose. But so great was the teamster 
corruption that some sort of reform must 
be made. 

There will be bad laws proposed. 
Some will be as unfair and vindictive as 
practices the teamsters employed. But 
some will be constructive and for the 
good of all union labor. And these labor 
must support ... as it will oppose the 
purely discriminatory.

DeKalb Would Be Wise 
To Follow Fulton’s Lead 


DeKalb County cannot provide the 
municipal-type services its people are de- 
manding without being given permission 
through constitutional amendments, Rep. 
James A. Mackey told the county’s Re- 
publican Club Monday. 

He is, of course, correct. And there is a 
need for municipal-type services in any 
urban community such as DeKalb has 
become. Congested areas must concern 
themselves with such things as traffic 
safety, street lighting and zoning en- 
forcement. More home rule authority is 
surely in order. 


Such legislation, however, should be 
planned carefully. DeKalb could profit 
from the Atlanta-Fulton County experi- 
ence. It required a half century and the 
expenditure of countless needless dollars 
to end the growth of overlapping services 
by city and county because the job of 
each was not defined clearly. 


Jurisdictional jealousies and rivalries 
continue to this day although the Plan of 
Improvement proved highly successful in 
getting at the root causes. 

Any governmental overhaul in De- 
Kalb should consider the same factors. 
What role is Decatur and even Atlanta 
to. play in this extension of county gov- 
ernment services? Is there a need for two 
separate municipal-type governments? 

Government costs being what they are, 
it should be possible to provide services 
without duplication of too many depart- 
ments and bureaus. 

The DeKalb multiple commission was 
a direct outgrowth of the county’s ur- 
banization. It might be wise in charting 
the next step to consider something simi- 
lar to the Plan of Improvement for an or- 
derly development of the whole county.

New Echota Should Be 
A Great Georgia Asset 


Restoration of New Echota, the old 
national capital of the Cherokee Indians, 
near Calhoun is an investment that will 
pay off in tourist dollars and prestige 
to Georgia if it is managed properly. 

Guided tours, authentic pageants, a 
recreation park, lake and other attractions 
could make it a drawing card simflar to 
the reservation at Cherokee, N.C. About 
two million persons visit the museum 
there each year. 

The groundwork has been laid for the 
Georgia project. The area has been: sur- 
veyed and locations of the original build- 
ings have been established. The Georgia 
Historical Commission paid the federal 
government $200 for Vann’'s Tavern, lo- 
cated near Oscarville and had it moved 
to New Echota. 

The Georgia Legislature has author- 
ized Gov. Griffin to allocate $125,000 this 
year and a like amount next year so the 
project can be completed. It should bring 
dividends far greater than the cost.

School District Pattern 
Should Be Eliminated 


The State Board of Education took no 
action other than to debate proposals to 
abolish the present school district pat- 
tern at its session here recently. It would 
have rendered a considerable service to 
Georgia children if it had taken a defi- 
nite, affirmative action. 

The system, which prohibits a student 
from attending the institution of his 
choice, is uneconomical and is holding 
back equalization of educational oppor- 
tunities. It is unrealistic to uphold by reg- 
ulation school districts which long since 
should have been consolidated in the in- 
terest of economy and efficiency. 

Many educators have seen the lack of 
wisdom in continuing this expensive prac- 
tice. State Sen. James S. Peters, veteran 
member of the board, showed courage 
and common sense.in describing present 
school districts as archaic relics. 

Parents and students both want the 
best educational opportunities available. 
By withholding state support from ‘stu- 
dents who want to attend schools outside 
their district, this purpose is defeated. 

The board will act in the interest of 
Georgia education if it finally agrees with 
Mr. Peters and others concerned with the 
long-range progress of Georgia schools.

Atlantan Says Sunday Laws Strike at Heart 
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Of Principle of Separation of Church, State 


Atlanta — Dr. Charles Allen’s 
statement that he would close all 
theaters on Sundays makes me 
offer the following opinion about 
Sunday laws: 

Such laws are a violation of the 
First Amendment of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, which prohibits making 
“an establishment of religion, or 
abridging the free exercise there- 
of.’ This amendment is also appli- 
cable to the states, because of 
the Fourteenth Amendment. Also 
the Georgia constitution guaran- 
tees freedom of religion. 

There is no reason to suppose 
that any Sunday laws are made 
except to force a religious observ- 
ance on the people willy-nilly. Con- 
sequently, such laws are void. 

I am sure that if such laws 
were tested in the courts they 
would be struck down. They are 
a violation not only of the consti- 
tutional but of the natural rights 
of man. 

Incidentally, it is amusing to 
note that certain clergymen are 
loud in their devotion to separa- 
tion of church and state, except 
when they think they can impose 
their own religious views on peo- 
ple by legislation.

For that sort of chaffing serves 
a political purpose of its own from 
the opposition party. It will con- 
tinue to be a political talking point 
as long as our nation continues to 
be niggardly with its foreign serv- 
ice, which is the basic reason for 
the practice. 

In fact, it was conceded to be 
long a practice of Democratic 
presidents in the current com- 
plaint from an important Demo- 
crat in Congress, Sen. Francis 
Green (RI) chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, in a 
letter to Secretary of State Dulles. 


Paradoxically, much of the com- 
plaining, as that of Sen. Green, 
comes from Congress. For Con- 
gress is the one body that could 
do something to establish our for- 
eign service on an adequate fi- 
nancial basis so that it would be 
possible for career diplomats and 
other able persons who are not 
wealthy to become ambassadors 
in London, Paris, Rome and the 
like. 

Those are, by and large, - re- 
served for persons of means who 
can afford it. While the basic sal- 
ary might be considered adequate, 
the expense allowance is far too 
meager to maintain the standard 
of entertainment and hospitality 
necessary for a nation with our

standing in the world. So ambassa- 
dors at these important posts must 
dig into their own resources and 
are expected to do so. 

But the strain of “‘keeping up 
with the Joneses,”’ if we may use 
that Americanism for the diplo- 
mats of other nations with whom 
ours must comingle socially, is 
felt also by our representatives in 


the second, third and fourth de-- 


grees of diplomatic posts. 

As often before, there is a bi- 
partisan movement getting under 
way now in Congress to try to 
make our diplomatic assignments 
possible and attractive to persons 
of modest means, or to provide a 
‘‘massive transfusion of main 
street,’’ as it is put in a joint 
statement by a group of younger 
House members, five Democrats 
and five Republicans. They are 
sponsoring a resolution for a com- 
mission of 23 members, eight from 
Congress and the other 15 to be 
named by the President, to study 
“ways and means of expanding 
and modernizing the foreign serv- 
ice of the United States,’’ with in- 
structions to report back with 
recommendations to Congress by 
April 1, next year. 

The bipartisan group explained 
that the cost would be small in 
comparison with the good accom- 
plished.

Attention was focused on all 
those things and many others in 
Atlanta Tuesday as delegates to 
the annual convention of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs heard resolutions on which 
they will vote today. 

Mrs. John G. Lewis, Hapeville, 
chairman of the resolutions com- 
mittee, offered for consideration 
a resolution stating the need for 
“improvement in the prison set- 
up in Georgia.’’ Commending the 
efforts now being made to es- 
tablish a new penal system, the 
resolution applauded all officials 
working on the project, and 
urged all-out cooperation. 


“FAIR SHARE” ° 


Georgians were asked to ‘‘as- 
sume their fair share of the 
blame for the situation of ju- 
venile delinquency, and assume 
their responsibility for finding a 
remedy.”’ 

A resolution pointed out that 
the Georgia Federation is de- 
termined to “use its every ef- 


and determination” to reach a 
solution through education, law 
enforcement and means of pre- 
venting and controlling this 
problem, 


If they give the nod to the 
resolution pertaining to juvenile 
courts, Georgia clubwomen will 
endorse and actively participate 
in establishing area or district 
courts and probation services for 
juveniles in the state. 
RESEARCH 

Months of exhaustive research 
has gone into the federation’s 
study of Georgia’s mental health 
picture as part of a concentrat- 
ed campaign to improve the sit- 
uation. The federation will en- 
list the aid of all citizens by 
carrying out the resolution to 
study laws governing mentally 
ill persons. 

It requests legislation to 
ai.end commitment laws where- 
by persons suspected of mental 
iliness may be admitted to a 
public or private hospital for a 
10-day observation period. It fur- 
ther urges immediate steps to 
‘provide some place other than 
jail for safekeeping” of the men- 
tally ill. 

Another resolution urges a 
study of existing regulations and 
procedures for institutions deal- 
ing with the mentally ill; urges 
provision of out-patient psychi- 
atric facilities in all general hos- 
pitals. Emphasizing mental hy- 
giene research, education and 
training, the resolution urges ex- 
pansion of services at the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 


“INSANITY, ASYLUM” 


Lashing out at such legal 
phrases as asy- 
lum,”’ and “‘lunatic,” it is sug- 
gested they be eliminated with 
the substitution of medical 
terms, “‘mentally il],”’ ‘‘mental 
or psychiatric hospital,” and 
*“‘mental patient.”’
